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THE FACT OF THE RESURRECTION, 

The cornerstone on which rests the Christian 
Church is the divinity of its Author. It is quite nat- 
ural, therefore, that those who would bring discredit 
on the former should spend all their ingenuity to im- 
pugn the latter, and since the Apostles’ great argu- 
ment for the divinity of their Master is His Resurrec- 
tion from the dead, enemies of Christ have, from the 
first century, striven to explain away this best authen- 


tieated fact of history. 


Have they confuted the fact of the Resurrection 


of Jesus? Have they offered even the semblance of a 


Single argument in disproof? They have not. Have 
Apologists for the Christian religion, or for the Resur- 
rection of Christ, had to invent new arguments in 
defense of either? They have not. The arguments of 
first century Christian writers in proof of the Resur- 
rection of the Savior are still unrefuted. 

We are able to meet the illogical infidel more than 
half way; there is no need of requiring him to accept 
the insp ration of the New Testament in order to meet 
him in debate; we can well meet him in his own arena, 


‘and let reason wrestle with reason about a fact of his- 


We weigh the evidence bearing on the Resurrec- 
tion as we would weigh the evidence pertaining to the 
surrender of Cornwallis, to the death of Napoleon, or 
to the rebellion of Martin Luther; in other words, we 
get the testimony of witnesses, and test their truthful- 
ness. Two things we scrutinize in witnesses to any 
historical event: 1) whether they know to be true 
what they report, and (2) whether they be honest and 
sincere in their testimony. No court in the world 
would err in convicting a criminal if several wit- 
nesses, possessed of both knowledge and truthfulness, 
gave testimony of guilt. 

Christ's death was witnessed by most of the 
Apostles who write about it; it was witnessed by the 
large crowd which followed Him to Calvary. His 
death occurred on the eve of the greatest festival of 
Judea, the Pasch, when Jerusalem was thronged with 
people from many miles around. His prevailing fame 
and name gave to His death unusual interest; His im- 
placable enemies had glorified over it; His followers 
were saddened by it. The people of Palestine could 
not have been deceived concerning the facts of it; His 
death was officially reported to P Pilitte 

The prediction that Jesus would rise again was 
discussed ; guards were placed at His grave to 2 
His friends from carrying His body away; was 
seen, not by one, but by several, on the morning of His 
Resurrection; He appeared to ten Apostles on that 
very day; to eleven the next Sunday; to more than 
five hundred people on another occasion; He not only 
appeared, but spoke to, ate with, and taught those who 
had been closely associated with Him before His 
death. It is preposterous to suppose that hundreds 
labored under hallucinations, which began at the same 


time and ended on the same date —forty-two days 


after His death. Far from being over-credulous, the 
Aposties were “slow of heart to believe.” They de- 
clined to credit the women who reported on Easter 
morning that they had “seen the Lord“; they dis- 
trusted their own senses when they first beheld Him: 
Thomas refused to believe until he could put his 
finger in the holes of the nails in His hands.” The 
Aposties were changed men after the Resurrection.
